SUBJECT: TRIPOLI WATCH: COMINGS AND GOINGS - JUNE 1-10, 1978 

I. ARRIVALS - 

1. ALGERIA. COLONEL QADHAFI RETURNED EROM ALGERIA JUNE 6 
FOLLOWING A WEEK-LONG VISIT. 

2. BENIN. INTERIOR MINISTER CAPTAIN MARTIN DOHOU AZONHIHO 
ARRIVED IN TRIPOLI JUNE 10 ON AN OEFICIAL VISIT. ASIDE FROM 
ATTENDING THE "AMERICAN EVACUATION DAY" CELEBRATIONS WHERE HE 
WAS ACCORDED A SEAT OF HONOR SECOND ONLY TO THAT GIVEN TO 
YASIR ARAEAT, AZONHIHO HELD DISCUSSIONS WITH FOREIGN MINISTER 
TURAYKI AND INTERIOR SECRETARY YUNIS BILQASIM IN ADDITION TO 
OTHER OFFICIALS. AZONHIHO IS BELIEVED TO BE SEEKING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LIBYAN ASSISTANCE IN THE INTERNAL SECURITY FIELD. DIPLOMATIC 
SOURCES ADD THAT A POSSIBLE VISIT BY BENIN PRESIDENT 
KEREKOU WAS ALSO DISCUSSED. BENIN CIVIL SERVICE 
AND LABOR MINISTER BIAOU VISITED LIBYA IN MID-APRIL. 

3. BULGARIA. ANDREI LUKANOV, DEPUTY CHAIRMAN OP THE 
COUNCIL OP MINISTERS, VISITED LIBYA JUNE 4-7. DURING 
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HIS STAY, LUKANOV MET WITH LIBYAN NUMBER TWO JALUD, 

TRADE SECRETARY SHARIF AND OTHER OFFICIALS. PRIOR TO 
HIS DEPARTURE, THE TWO SIDES SIGNED THE MINUTES TO AN 
AGREEMENT ON COOPERATION IN AGRICULTURE, OIL, AND 
TRADE (TRIPOLI 0812). 

4. MALAYSIA. HOUSING SECRETARY MUHAMMAD AL-MANQUSH 
RETURNED TO TRIPOLI JUNE 9 FOLLOWING A VISIT TO MALAYSIA 
TO ATTEND THE FIRST SESSION OF THE JOINT MALAYSIAN- 
LIBYAN ARAB MINISTERIAL COMMITTEE. DURING THIS VISIT, 

A PROTOCOL WAS SIGNED WHICH STIPULATES THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A LIBYAN CULTURAL CENTER AND A JAMAHIRIYAH NEWS 
AGENCY OFFICE IN KUALA LUMPUR. LIBYA WILL ALSO GRANT 
12 UNIVERSITY SCHOLARSHIPS TO MALAYSIANS, WHILE MALAYSIA 
WILL GIVE LIBYAN STUDENTS 5 SCHOLARSHIPS FOR TECHNICAL 
STUDIES. AGREEMENT ALSO PROVIDES FOR CULTURAL AND EDU- 
CATIONAL EXCHANGES AS WELL AS THE PROMOTION OF TRADE 
AND ECONOMIC COOPERATION. 

5. POLAND. MRS. MARIA MILCZAREK, POLISH MINISTER OF 
LOCAL ECONOMY AND PRESERVATION OF THE ENVIRONMENT 
VISITED LIBYA JUNE 1-7 DURING WHICH TIME SHE SIGNED AN 
IMPORTANT PROTOCOL CALLING FOR A COMMON WORKING PROGRAM 
IN THE SCIENTIFIC, TECHNICAL AND ENVIRONMENTAL FIELDS 
(TRIPOLI 0795). 
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6. PLO/PFLP-GC/PDFLP. SEVERAL IMPORTANT LEADERS OF 
VARIOUS PALESTINIAN ORGANIZATIONS ARRIVED IN TRIPOLI DURING 
THE WEEK, SOME FOR CONSULTATIONS AND OTHERS TO ATTEND 
THE CELEBRATIONS JUNE 1 1 OF THE AMERICAN EVACUATION OF 
WHEELUS AIR BASE. AMONG THOSE REPORTED BY THE MEDIA AS 
ARRIVING WERE AHMAD JIBRIL OF THE PFLP-GC ON JUNE 5, 

NAYIF HAWATMAH OF THE PDFLP JUNE 10, AND YASIR ARAFAT 
AND ABU lYAD OF THE PLO ON JUNE 9 AND 10. 

7. SOMALIA. MR. ABDULKADER AL-HAJI, A MEMBER OF THE 
SOMALI MILITARY COUNCIL, VISITED TRIPOLI JUNE 1-6 
CARRYING A PERSONAL LETTER FOR QADHAFI FROM SOMALI 
PRESIDENT BARRE. QADHAFI'S ABSENCE IN ALGERIA PREVENTED 
ABDULKADER FROM MEETING WITH THE LIBYAN LEADER, ALTHOUGH 
HE DID HOLD DISCUSSIONS WITH ABD AL-SALAM JALUD ON THE 
SITUATION IN THE OGADEN. FURTHER DETAILS ARE NOT KNOWN 

AT PRESENT. 

8. SRI LANKA. SRI LANKA FOREIGN MINISTER ABDULKADER 
HAMEED VISITED LIBYA JUNE 5-9, LARGELY TO DISCUSS THE 
POSSIBILITIES OF OBTAINING LIBYAN AID AND/OR INVESTMENT 

IN SRI LANKA AND TO DISCUSS A POSSIBLE MANPOWER AGREEMENT

JOHN DAVIS ARRIVED IN TRIPOLI JUNE 9 ON A SHORT 
ORIENTATION VISIT DURING WHICH HE MET WITH FOREIGN 
SECRETARY TURAYKI AND OTHER OEFICIALS. 
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10. WESTERN SAHARA. KEY POLISARIO LEADER MUHAMMAD AL- 
AMIN WILD AHMAD ARRIVED IN TRIPOLI JUNE 10 TO ATTEND 
"AMERICAN EVACUATION DAY" CELBRATIONS. HE LAST VISITED 
TRIPOLI MAY 5 AND HAD LATER MET AGAIN WITH QADHAPI IN

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BEFORE RETURNING TO TRIPOLI. DURING HIS VISIT, HUMAYDI 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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MET WITH BOURGUIBA AND NOUIRA AND, ACCORDING TO LOCAL 
MEDIA, DISCUSSED QADHAPI'S JUNE 3 PROPOSAL POR AN 
AI .GF.RT A-I JR Y A-TI TNLSIAN UNION. 

13. GUINEA/CONGO/ANGOLA/MADAGASCAR. INFORMATION SECRETARY 
MUHAMMAD AL-ZUWAYY LEPT LIBYA JUNE 1 POR VISITS TO

18. THE ARAB FOOD INDUSTRIES' WORKERS' AND EMPLOYEES' 

UNION HELD ITS FOURTH CONFERENCE IN TRIPOLI lUNE 4-7. 

THE LIBYAN GENERAL SECRETARY OF THE GENERAL UNION OE 
WORKERS' ASSOCIATIONS, MR. AL-FAYTURI AL-DALI, WAS 
ELECTED GENERAL SECRETARY UNTIL THE NEXT GENERAL CONFER- 
ENCE, AND THE ORGANIZATION VOTED TO TRANSEER THE UNION'S 
HEADQUARTERS FROM CAIRO TO TRIPOLI. 

19. WHAT THE PRESS CALLED AN EXTRAORDINARY CONFERENCE 
OF ARAB TRANSPORT WORKERS OPENED IN TRIPOLI lUNE 9. 
MUHAMMAD SHAHATI URABI - THE HEAD OF THE BENGHAZI 
BRANCH OF THE LIBYAN TRANSPORT UNION WAS ELECTED AS 
CHAIRMAN OF THE CONFERENCE. THE KEYNOTE SPEAKER WAS 
THE CHAIRMAN OF THE GENERAL PEOPLE'S COMMITTEE (PRIME 
MINISTER) ABD AL-ATI AL-UBAYDI. BOTH OF THESE CONFER- 
ENCES ARE EXAMPLES OF THE CONTINUING LIBYAN EFFORT TO 
GAIN CONTROL OF PART OF THE ARAB LABOR MOVEMENT IN AN 
ATTEMPT TO USE IT TO EURTHER UNDERMINE PRESIDENT SADAT'S 
STANDING IN EGYPT AND IN THE MIDDLE EAST GENERALLY. CARLE 
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
